phets and Apoſtiecs, Here's the Charge, gratis Dilum, and the Conſequences: of it *: 
jt can't be 1mmagined the Rancour that Prejudice will make; the Preaching up of 
Chriſt, and Free-Grace throvgh him, 1s the Dethroning Chrift ; what could Malice 
ſay worſe ? Is crying up the King for our Deliverer, from Popery and Tyranny, a 
dethroning him ? Jult ſo 1s crying up our Salvation only by Chriſt, without a con-' 
currence of our Works, a dethroning him; in confidering this Scheme, ſo far I take 
jt for granted that Mr. 777J{zzms looks on it in the whole and every part of it to 
be falſe Dodtrine, by the contrary to which we may draw a Scheme of Mr. ##l-' 
lizms, Thus, that by Gods Decree, no Blcſſing belongs to us, and that on the 
Croſs all the fins of the Ele&t were not transferred to Chriſt, that at Conception” 
a Title to Bleſſings 1s not applyed. But as it 1s not fair to urge upon him any 
thing that he doth not plainly aflert, ſo I wave fixing this on him, and only touch 
on what may be true and what not in this Scheme, 

Fiſt, 'Tis not true that Dottor Criſp ſaith, that by Gods meter Flefting Dreyer, all 
{romg Bliſſmgs Ware ours Ly Divine Obligation, and a bare denyal 15 ſufficient, where 
he brings no Yroof, and 1 ground it upon that word meer, for Dr. Criſp no where 
ſevers the Eleftion of the Father from the Redemption of the Son, either 1n Cos» 
yenant or atual Performance, For God blcſeth with all Spiritual Bleflings in Hea- 
venly places, according as hs hath choſen us 1n him; and this is more proof for 
what Mr. illiams advances as an Error, than he hath brought or can bring to make 
it an Error, to ſay by God's Decree, all Elefſings are ours, fo that this 1s a frivo- 
lous and faiſe Charge ; 'ris frivolous, becauſe th= ſum of the Charge 1s a Truth, 
and}'tis falſe, becauſe Dr. Crzjp never aſſerted *ris by meer Elettion; bur I fear, 
Mr, i71/liams to avoid running too high in the glorifying God for abſolute EleQing 
al! his fore-Ordained ones in Chrult to Salvation, and ail that occurs to it: He I fear 
leaves Election as a thing to depend much on our own wills, whether it ſhall take 
place or no, rot but that our Wills muſt: be bropght over by Gods making us a 
willing People, bur ſtill the Ele&ion obtains, and God Eletted ro the means as well 
as the end, and will accompliſh both, | |

Again, if Mr, i illtams mean that Dottor Criſp, in ſaying fin could do him no 
harm, holds it ſo in genera), tl.at in no ({cnſc it can hurt him, and that i 1s not a 
ſting and tcrrour to tae Conſcience even of a Believer, While his Faith is unactive 
and under a Cloui!, hc wrongs him, for he faith in fol. gi2. The Torments of Hell is 
the merit 6 the leaſt ſin in the World. 1ſprak nos to Extenuate any (i, ſuth as look upon 
theſe ſins as uncancelitd, So lovg theſt ſms may work an horror and trembling in Perſons 3 
and Mr..Wil/izms will not ſay but this 1s harm to a poor Souls peace and comfort, and 
this Dr. Criſp holds, nay, Fe ſaith in fol. $13. Before Men come to ſee the light of the Goſ- 
pel of Criſt, their fins tart mn ubiir Faces, {teming to ſpit firt at them; and 15 this no harm, 
and this 15 to the Elect till they believe, ſo that this 1s no good charge of Mr, #1!- 
Iiams. But if Mr. #:{{;ams mean 'tis an error of Dr. Criſp to ſay, there is no ſm the People 
of God commit, can poſſib!y do them any burt, if it be taken in the ſenſe the Doftor expreſſes 
calling it real hurt, infol. 5c, This may be matter of debate, but will doubtleſs ifſue 
on the Doctors fide, or rather on the Apoſtle Pa/'s who faith, all things work togt- 
ther for good to them tht love God. If fo, then the Affliction that the Lord chaſtens 
withal for ſih, doth not argue that fin brings a real hurt: If fin could do real hurt 
to a Beljever, ſuch as to take away his Tiiie to Heaven, or cauſe him tordlly to 
fall from Grace, then Chriſt did not for ever by one Sacrifice of himſelf, fave us 
and waſh us from our fins, in his Blood, and perfe& thoſe that are ſandified, but 
if hedid make an end of fin, and brought 1n everlaſting righteouſneſs, for all that the 
Father gave him, then he having purged cur fins by himſelf on the Croſs, nailing them: 
there, never tobe able to riſe in Condemnation to thoſe that are in Chriſt; then this 
ſtingleſs Serpent, ſin, will never do real hurt to Pelievers, as the Doftor ſaith. But 
if Mr. i/1iams.mean, that fin doth hurt even Believers, becauſe 1t brings natural death, 
the Wages of fin being Death ro Believers, yet the ſting cf that being taken out by our 
Lord Jeſus, that is ſo far from real hurt, that it is the Inlet to Eternal glory ; and if 
that be hurt, the Lord grant Mr, /Ui{/1zms and I may be fo hurt, or rather Blefled 
with it in our exts, 

Several other ſuch hurts come by im, not from its own Natnre, but from Gods Or- 
dination, as that where fin abounds, grace much more abounds (not that any ſhould 
think fin the I-is dreadful and terrible) and as fin hath reigned to death, ſo Grace 
reigns to eternal Life by Jeſus Chcilt our Lord, and yer ſtill fin is to be avoided as the 
grearelt, horrideſt evil in the World ; but notwithſtanding this, the Apoſtle encourageth 
poor Souls when they do fall into fin, not to be airaid of- their fins, but to flie for 


| Refuge to the Mercy-Seat, the hope, ſure and ſtedfait, ſet before them, ſaying, if a- 


ny man fin, we have an Advocate with the Father, Jeſus Chriſt the Righreous, and 
thus 1 hope this grand Cavil 1s evaporated, and that it appears groundleſs for any

are ye Baſtards, and not Sons, fo that this Exception agamit the Dofor is a ſmall 
one, but becauſe it hath ſome ſeeming harſhnefs, to fay God doth not affiit the E-

Mr. ”illiens having laid the Charge, in the next words he comes with a deadly 
thunder-clap, concluſion full of Imdignation, ſaying, All the reſt of big Opinions follow 
in « Chain to the dithronirg of Chrift, which if true, then fay 1, let his memory for 
ever periſh, and his Poſteriry be blaſted, as to this World, But if this Charge 
look hike ſublimated malice, every candid Reader, will ſay, Vir. 1ili:ms, for chargiog 
falſely with High Treafon, (a great admirer and advancer of the Lord Jeſus Chritt, 
with dethroning him) deſerves not a ſtab, no nor an outragious word from his Po- 
ſteriry, or the lovers of the DoQor's memory. But the Anſwer of the Angel to the 
Devil, The Lord yebub? thee, S214, is mot this a Brand plucht out of the, Five, Tech. 3. 2. 
How can any thing but chat which looks like Canker'd Venom againſt Free Grace, 
Charge him or his Do&rine point blank with no Icfs than Dethroning Chriſt, when 
every Sermon rends chiefly to the Exalting Chrift, and Chriſt alone, under the Fa- 
ther, im oppoſition to the =_ Idol, or Chriſt of ſelf Juſtitiaries ſetting up mans 
righteouſneſs. if the whole ſtream and almoſt every Page of his Book, flows with 
mighty zeal for Chriſt, and jealouſic of Joyning any thing with Chriſt in our ſalva- 
ton, for fear of robbing Chriſt of any of the honour and Glory dne'to him, If 
this be dethroning Chriſt, 1 wiſh Mr. Wi/Jians wonld ſo dethrone him in every Ser- 
mon, aud that all thac name the dear and bicfſed name of Chrift, would ſo dethrone 
lm, 
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him, Then we ſhould not have the righteonſnefs of Chriſt by faith calied our Goſ- 

1 Holineſs: I would ask the greateſt Enemy that is to Juſtification only by the 
lood of Jeſus, who is the dethroner of Chriſt, Pr. Criſp, who in all his Sermons 
is for Chri't alone exalted, Crying our none hut Chriſt, none but Chriſt, to the ra- 
| viſhing the Hearts of thouſands cf lovers of Chriſt. Or Mr. i!lizms who ſets up a 
reoral Government for the Lord, for ſaving finners in « ſapiential way, joyning our 
Goſpel Holineſs with Chriſt's "*\mpured Righreouſnes, nay, in plain terms, boldly 
affirming that the righteouſneſs of God by Faith, which the Apoſile juſt before had 
called the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt, Phil, 3. 9. That this is a Believers Goſpel Ho- 
lineſs. Vir. F7/12ms cannot have the confidence to ſay Dr. Criſp was for dethroning 
the Chriſt the Son of the moſt high, the Chrit the eternal Son of God made man 
Bat in truth he was for d:-throning Mr. /iki:2ms Chriſt, of Phil. 3, 9. that is, Mans 
Goſpel Holineſs from getring in the Throne of the true Chriſt, the ever blefied 5on 
of God, for juſtification of a ſinner, or ro have any thing to do therein, he was 
for Goſpel holineſs in Dottrine and praftice as much as any Perſon living, keeping 
it in1ts due place; a Friend of the Bridegroom, but not a Co-partner with the Brides 
groom, and as eminent Mr. Chr/fepber Fowler, ſaid rwenty and twenty times {{o in 
effeR, ſay the Doors Sremons) 1 world not /or this Room full of Gold open my mouth againſt 
Evengtlical boliniſs, or true bolineſs, one grain of it being more worth than all the World, 
but bold, it muſt mat fit on the Throne with Chrift : It is 4 good Hand-maid to wait on 
the Queen, but it 15 nos to [ye in Bed with the Queen, or in effe&, our Goſpel Holineſs 
muft not afiront the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, to take his Crown and dignity from him : Now 
1a any impartial mind, it may eafily be judged who is the Dethroner of Chrilt, 
0 whether will Paſſion and Prejudice lead men, and how will - it blind them, 
when their Conſcience cannot bur tell them, that they themſelves come ſhort of 
him in Exalting Chriſt, they cry out againſt others that are of a far more cleva- 
ted (train in the hononrmg the Lord Jeſus. O you dethrone Chriſt, becauſe you 
do roo much magnific him in oppoſition to Goſpel Holineſs, coming in for any 
ſhare in our ſalvation. 

This 1s his firſt link in the Chain dr/broning Chrift, as much as to fav, Fil lay 
load enough, but the firſt ſtroak ſhall! do his buſineſs, the Dy. Opinions have been 
w the detbroning Chrif, would any one but ſuch as S#omen ſpeaks of, who caſteth a- 
bout Firebrands, Arrows and Death, Prov. 26. 18. have utrered ſuch language with- 
our one tirtle of proof, without ſaying I have proved his Opinions Dpethrone Chriſt, 
or ] am of Opinion his Notions tend to derhrone Chriſt ; none of this ſoftneſs 1s 
in his Iron ſtrain, bur point blank, all his Opinions follow in a Chain, to the De- 
throning Chrif, his preaching that chriſt is the only way, is dethroning Chrift, his 
Toenetng Man's Righteouſneſs, is the grand Idol, is dethroning chriſt. Any one 
may gueſs "tis the rubbing thar Sore makes ſuch out-cry: O you dethrone Chriſt, 
when you unhborſe Men from their own righteouſneſs; Bur if for every 1dle word, 
- that men (hall ſpeak, they ſhall give an Account, can they think they ſhall nor al- 
ſo ſor every falſe ancharitable charge they give, ia accuſing a grand Aﬀerter of the 
Alone Rights of the Lord Jeſus in the matter of our Salvation, to be 1n that very 
thing, a Dithroner of the Lord Jeſus, hat (hail be done to thre, thou fails Tongue. Plal. 
I20. 3, I hope the Lord will incline fnch Arguers not to adhere tc their own 
Arguments, but fling down their ſtrong Reafonings, and ſubmir to the alone righ- 
tcouſneſs. of God for Salvation without our Goſpel Holineſs ſharing 1n 1t, being 0» 
vercome by the Almighty overpowering ſweet drawing of the Spirit, and cry be- 
fore it be too late, as Julian did, Iicifti Galilze, thou haſt overcome me, O Ga- 
lian by thy Blood and Spirit, freely given to nie for my righteouſneſs and Life, 
to ahride all the glory to thee, none to my Goſpel Holineſs, this is all the harm 
I wiſh and pray for the uncharitable cenſurer of Dy. C. for, for that he had by his O- 
pinzons dethroned Chriſt, cujzus contrarium. wk 
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The next is, Entrvating bis Laws and Pleadings: This flows from the other, if 
Chriſt be dethroned his Laws mult be enervated, Burt if chriſt alone is exalted, bis 
Holy and Pure word is eſtabliſhed, as the Dr. often aſſerts from the Apoſtle; do 
we make void theLaw by Faith, nay we eſtabliſh it by bringing in chriſt fulflliag the Law 
for us, and writing it in our Hearts, as holy juſt 2nd good, reaching us by his 
Ipirie, to deny all ungodlineſs, as i the Sermons on that Text. Dr, Cr: ſhews ; 'tis 
not the exalting the Blood of Chriſt, that Enervares thy Laws of God and Chriſt, bur 
'tis the making our Rightcoutneſs which is every jot deHled to ſtand in the place of 
the abrogated Moral Law; : to (ay that it regard we are not able to fulfill the mo- 
ra! Law, God accepts of our Evangelical Righteouſneſs, that is, our owr, Goſpel Ho- 
lineſs, and ſo making it 1n ſome lenſe a cc-partner with Chriſts Righteoufneſs, de» 
nying it in words, bur eſtablithing It in deed; rhis is the real enervating Chriſts 
Laws, <lſe how comes the righteoulnefs of God by Faith, P#!. 3. $. to be called 
Goſpel Holineſs ? I am ſure the Righteouſneſs of God by Faith juſtites a Peliever, 
and if this Righteouſneſs of God be our Goſpel Holineſs, then our Goſpel Holineſs 
jultifies a Believer, and this they will bring it ro at laft, or they ſay nothing, 


Obſtruting the great Deſign of Redemption: A virulem charge, but unleſs obſtruRing 
man's Righteouſneſs from eclipfing chrilt's Righreouſnets be the crime, nothing of this 
can be laid ro) the Drs. Charge, how inconſiſtent 1s this Charge with the grear cry a- 
gainſt him, that Chriſt ſaves the worſt of finners rthar come to him, even when in their 
blood and filth which he freely aſſerts, and yer preſies not to live in fin, but ro glo- 
riſic God in all holy Converſation. If by the defign of Redemption Mr, 1i/J.am; 
means that we are redeemed or created in Chriſt Jeſus, to good Works, and 
Charges the Dr. to obſtruft that deſign, what can be more contrary than that in 
the Doors Sermons, when he ſaith, fol. 556. The belirf of this, (tbat Free Grate 4 
bounds) doth certaimly and effeflually teach and produce an batred of fon, and a love of bo- 
lintſs, and in fol. 557. If abere be any ſuch, (as ſay, lit us fin that Grate may abound) 
let me dral plainly with them, for my part 1 muſt acrount them the greareſt Monger; upon 
the Fate of the Earth; the greatel Enemits to the Church that tyer wert, and I ſay of juch 
dishonourers of the Church, and diflurbirs of the Conſciencts of Gods People, that they &t 
Carnal, Stnſual, and Drviliſh; they are the greateft Enemies to the Free Gratt of God, and 
the greatefs Subverters of the Power and Purity of the Goſpel, and the greateft bindirers of 
the Courſe of it under Hiauvin; No perſons in the World ds jo wound the ſides of chris 
as be who doth profeſs the G ofpe!, and y't live wichedly, and if there be any ſuch bivt, 1tt 
me tell them their Faith is no bettty than the Faith of Devils, for thty belitvt and tremble, 
and that Cbriſt will have @ btavitr »tchoning, and account for ſuch when thry cont to 
Judgment, than for any Perſons undir Heaven beſides, Now can Mr. #illizms in cold 
blood ſay this Doctrine oblirudts the deſign of Redemprion ; that this oppoſes the 
ſcope of the Goſpel . 

Next he Apoligizes for the DoCtor, 5 That be bad not entertaiced thrſe Opini'n;, 
if be bad conſidered that God's Flecling Decree is no legal grant, mor a formal promijt ts 
us. I ſuppoſe it may be gathered that the Dottor conſidered God's electing Decree 
as much as his Oppoſer, when the Dr. lays all the ſtreſs of Mans happineſs upon the 
abſolureneſs and irreverfibleneſs of it, and jf others had as great an henour for the 
veracity and ſtedfaſtneſgof thoſe Mountains of Brafs, they would not make mens Salvaticn 
that. are eleRed {o uncertain a thing as many do. 

As for the Decree not being a legal grant, Mr. #i//i2ms hath erefted a new term 
of Art, what be means I know not, but if he meany 'tis a grant not good in Law, 
or that 'tis ſuch a grant as no man can plead art the Barr of God, either in our own 
Conſtience, or at the great day of Judgment, ro ſay, Lord thou haſt elc&ed me, 
therefore 1 muſt be ſaved. This I ſuppoſe I may flatly deny, and ſay (provided I 
know my EleQion, as the Apoſtle ſaith, 1 Theſ. r. 4. Knowing Brethren your Eletion 
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of as Chriſt bids us rejoyce that your Names are written in the Book of Life, 
when this comes to, be known) it may be pleaded, or elſe there would be 
little ground. of joy 1a It, and it may be pleaded as a grant good in Law, 
for the diſcharge of every one to whom it belongs, not that the Dr. or any 
conſiderate Chriſtian 1s for Ele&1on going alone without Juſtification, and SanKifica- 
tion, no not in Children in the, Womb that are EieQed and die there. $9 that though 
Ele&tion be not a formal promiſe, yet jn this. ſenſe it muſt he a legal grant, or 
a grant good ina Law; Bnt there may be a ſnare in Mr. #ilians his elettin 
Decrec : If he means God's decreeing ro Ele, that's one thing, and God's a 
of ElcCtion that's another 3 *tis, the Jaft L1nſiſt on, 1 cannot reach what he 
means by ele&ing Decree, but God's, a& of Ele&ion, or God's aftual chooſing, 
us in Chriſt, before the Foundation of the World, carrics in it the Vertue of a 
lczal grant, or 1t 15 a fruſtrable Election which it 1s abominable to fay of 
Gods adt, and yet ſome mens laying the ſtreſs of all Mens Salvation upon 
mans Holineſs, muſt reduce Gods cleftion to. 

The Decyte includts the wtins and tve end} granted moſt freely, yea more than 
Mc. '14{/ams faith, for the Decree not only includes the means and the end, 
but the means 1s as well of the-eflence of the Decree as the end is, which I 
ſuſpet Mr: /#i/1;2ms denics, for he ſaith in the next words, willing the fir# in 
order to the lifi, that is, God wills the means in order to the endz* or God 
wills ſan&:hcation in order to Salvation, But if by only willing the means, he 
doth nut make it a Cecreeing the means, he falls ſhort of rhe rruth, and makes 
ele&ion not infallivle, for God /is, ſpoken of often in Seripture,of willing things 
to be done which are not done, as, How oftew -wauld I bave gathered you, and 
you wouid not; If he means only fucha willing the means which Men may fru- 
ſtrate by not complying with his will, then the Decree of the end which is.e- 
ternal ſalvation that muſt fail, and fo Gods Elettion is made 'a conditional one 
and not abſolute ; that is, God Elected ſuch and ſuch to eternal Life, if they 
would repent and believe, and ob-y the Goſpel, and not that be Ele&ed them, 
that they {hould repent and' behcve and obey the. Goſpel, and this repenting 
and believing is left ro the freedom of mans will, ſo that God may be fruſtrate 
of tis whole decree by their fo ſtaring Election; and I thoughe 1t would come 
fo that at laſt, {o chat wich Mr. 54s, God's Eletting Decree is only ro 
the en4 Salvation, and he wills the means Santtification, which will of God is 
rejeted or obeyed, as man's Free-will reſiſts or complies with the motives of- 
fered to it; and If Mr, U7/lans thinks the Dr. d1d not thus conſider God's 
Ele&ion, and therefore was led 1nio falſe Opinions, he bewrays his own miſ- 
apprehenfzon of Ele&ion, and doth not-at all invalidate the Drs. Poſitions con- 
cerning the. Elect. His next words which he afſerrts concerning Ele&ion, ſeem 
to make good my former fuipicion that - he makes 'Gods ZEle&ion de- 
pend on man's will,and for not conlidering wich he blames the Dr. and they 
ae theſe . 

And 4s it (the Decree) pats nothing in proſent being, ſo it barrs -not God as a 
Goutrnour to fix 4 conntxion berwtits benifits and Nutics by bis revealed will. Here 
muſt be a great miſtake of this. learned and acute Geatleman, in aying Gods 
Decree purs nothing in preſent being; what, the Decree puts nothing in pre- 
ſent. being ? ſure the, Decree puts ſomewhat, in preſent! being, the- Decree puts 
the Decree in prefeat being, aud is God's exernal. unakerable Decree, which 
Fe Father and Son and Spirit delighted} in during all eternity paſt, and will 
ih al} Exernity_to come, 1s this vanitht into nothing 1D preſent being + I may 
{ay God's Decree 1s ſo far from putting nothing 1nto_ preſent Being, that 'It pu+s 
all rhings into paſt, preſent, and furuce heing, for if God be: one Ererna} act, 
and all things paſt, preſent, and to come are <ver in bejrig un his Eye or —_— 
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icage, ſo he puts every thing into preſent being with himſelf, to be manifeſt 
in their proper Seaſons according to his eternal purpoſe which he purpoſed in 
himſelf, Epbeſ. 1:11. And accordingly the EleGtion of Sons to glory 1s in pre- 
ſeat being when there are ſuch Sons 1n being, :

So it bars not God 45 4 Governowr to bx 4 connexion betwten Benefes and Dt. 
No, bur ir bars man from framing a Model for God, and from making God's 
Righteouſneſs to be Mans Goſpel Holineſs, and it bars man from pnrting in 
any leven into the lump of being Juſtifyed freely by his Grace, through the 
Redempcion that is in Jeſus, jt bars man from ploughing with an Ox, an Aſs, 
and from wearing a Linſey Wolſey) Garment, and from putting new Wine in- 
to old Bottles, and from thinking a Branch can bring forth any good Grapes, 
Except it be firſt in the Vine the Lord [eſus, there being no gatherivg Grapts of 
Thorns, or Figs of Thiſtles, or any good work from any Soul, till he 1s in 
Chriſt, and though there is a bleſſed Connexion of Benefirs and Duties, yet no 
good Duty is done till the Benefit of being united to Chriſt be firſt beſtowed 
by God; God fixes a Connexion, *tis true, he makes the Tree good firſt, and 
then the Fruit good, and this was eternally im the Decree, but man muſt nor 
fx the connexion by making Duties Procurers of Benefits, or making Goſpel 
threats and promiles to have in their own Nature a tendency to Conyert Sou!s, 
without the Operation of the Holy Spirit. 

Mr. #tliams faith, if the Doftor bad animadverred that Chrifts ſufftrivgs were thi 
foundation of our Pardon, but not formally our Pardon: This intimates that the Dr, 
faith Chriſts ſufferings were formally our Pardon. 1 can ſhew how far our great 
Reformers went beyond Mr. #iltams in aſſerting the vertue of the ſufferings 
of Chriſt in the Pardon of fin, which if Mr.”/{;ams had conſulted, he would 
not have reflected as he doth on the Dr. they ſay in the Dottrine of the 
Church of England, that which is tantamount to a formal pardon in Chrifts 
Sufferings, they do nor amuſe the World with Mr. Wilijams his Reforal di- 
ftribution, that he allows, to God in pardoning finners, upon account of their 
being found jn their Goſpel Holineſs, joyning Faith and Holineſs rogerher, as 
they entitle to Goſpel Benefits, which Benefits he faith, are not from the comfur- 
miny of Faith and Holineſs, &c, to the Preceps, but from their Conformity to the 
rule of the. Promiſe, and ſo plunging poor Souls in his deeps, and amazing them 
with his rules and Connexions : Bur theſe Homiliſts give a certain ſound of the 
Goſpel, and ſay upon the Sermon of the Paſſion, of Good Fryday fol. 177 Such 
ſaveur did be purchaſe by bis Death of bis braueniy Father for ws, that for the merit 
thereof, we arenow fully in Gods grace again, 'and cltarly diſcharged from our fin, Theſe 
are plain wholſome intelligible Goſpel. Truths, ſuch as fuit with the Doors 
Teſtimony, they are not Bombaſted with, If we continue to repent and be- 
lieve to our Death, "then our Evarigelical Righteouſneſs hall juſtifie us at che 
great day from Satang Charge of unbelief; But, they ſpeak home againſt all 
Arminianiſm, and ſay that by the merit of his death, we are in Gods grace 
again, may we are nowp-in God's grace and that fully, (not we ſha'l be) and 
we are 4i/chgrged from fon, nay, we arc cloarty diſcharged from fin, and in the 
next 
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next words they put it home, and ſay to the confounding all the mitcers of the 
yertue of the death of Chriſt as to the pardon of fin, thus, No tongue ſurely 15 
able to expreſs the worthineſs of this ſo precious @ drath, For in this ſtandeth the 
continual pardon of our daily Offen:ts, Had ſuch a paſlage as this been found in 
the Notes taken from Doftor Crip that there is a continual pardon ſtanding, 
firm in the death of Ciiriſt, of our preſent daily Offences, this would be ac- 
counted dethroming Chriſt by giving more honour to him, than ſome diſtinguiſh- 
ers can ailow, or if Reverend Mr. Cr}! had (id, that in Chriſts death ſtands the 
Pardon of our daily offences, nay, there ſtands a continual Pardon, and this 
mentioned without naming Faith and Repentance, but be our Offences what 
they may be, there ſtands a continual pardon if we be Chriſtians indeed, fay 
theſe holy Reformers, this had been Dangerous Doctrine, as an eminent Divine. 
ſajd of as harmleſs expreſhons of his as theſe in Pinners Hall: 1 wiſh thoſe wor- 
ey Gentlemen who are fo exceprious againſt the freene(ſs of God's Grace in 
and through Chrift, and muſt cke it ove by our Goſpel Holineſs, would ſeri- 
ouſly conſider 1n the ſimplicity of the Goſpel Spirit of theſe Homiliſts, ſuch ex- 
preifions as thele of theirs, before they paſs their hard Cenſares of crying de- 
throning Chrilt, enervating his Laws, becauſe ſome who may be clearer than 
themſelves, Preach we are juſtified freely by his Grace through the redemp- 
tion that is In =_ without any thing of Mans works cooperating therein 
or thereto; nothing can be plainer than theſe Reformers newly come out of 
the Schoo! Terms of Popth juſtification, for renouncing every thing in man 
to have any concurrence into our Pardon: But now the fimplicity of the 


Goſpel muſt be loſt bY ſome Mens Diſtin&ion of our Pardon by Chritts death,

Righteouſneſs imputed, 1s the caſt fo which we are Tuftified when wt do an{wer 
the Gojprl Ralte, Here's no mincing the matter, of bringing in our SanRifica« 
tion into our Juftificatſon, for Mr. W:!lims tells us plainly what eur anſwering 
the Goſpel Rule is, viz. Some degrees of Obedience, Repentance, Love, imper- 
fet Faith, Perſevering, &:. Thus while in words he pretends to ſeparate San- 
Rification from Juihcarion, yet here he really joyns them and confounds them, 
making our juſtification to be by Chriſts Righteouſneſs 1mpured when we are 
holy; when we be ſanRifyed, inferring that 1t 15 not till then, and not only 
ſo, but that that is the Condition of our juſtification; Is this the Apoſtles juſti- 
fying the Ungodly, to be juſtified when we anſwer Mr. 7:!zams Goſpel Rule ? 
Whereas the Goſpel makes no ſuch Rule as he lays down of our fincere Obe- 
dience, concurring, to jultification, or God's having regard to our Goſpel Ho- 
linefs, which is Mr. #iliams own word : I will not ſtand to refell this, but dg 
aver nothing can be clearer to me than this, that by this expretſion we are 
juſtified when we anſwer that Goſpel Rule which Mr. #i/4ans lald down,there Is a 
downright mingling our San&ihcation with our juſtification, which the Apoſtle 
ſtrenuouſly denies; "Tis not of Works, only of Faith, that it mighr be by grace, 
not Gods grace in us. working holineſs, but his grace to us in Chriſt. : 

The [next is that which is the ground work of all Mr, Fs, building his adul- 
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zerating that glorious Text which I ſo often have. harped upon, and which. x 
muſt again ſay ſomewhar to now in its courſe, for that I am not* able to bear 
that ſuch an outwork ſhould treachcrouſly be delivered up, and fay that thig 
Text in Pb41.3. 9. Is allowed by all found Proteſtants, ro be meant, as 'tis ſaid 
that the Righteouſneſs of Gol that the Apollle defired to be found in dy Faith 
is only re 1m7puted Righreouſneſs of Chriſt, and nor at all concerns our Goſ- 
p<l Holineſs; ny, this Goſpel Holineſs, thus pur 1n the room of Chriits Righte- 
ouſ..efs, is a term Forcign co Scripture Language, and 15 brought in to jzcſtle 
our Goſpel Grace. *Tis Holine's we arc'to walk in, but 'tis Grace we are to be 
ſaved by, which grace is this, that the Righteouſneſs of Chri!! 1s made ours, 
"wrovght out by Chriſt for us, and imputed by God to us without any thing 
of that which men call our Goſpel Holincſs, having to do therein: Now it 
the Church of God will be content co loſe this Text of 7bil. 3.9. and ſuffer a 
Diſpurer to make this breach in our Bank againſt the Popilh Sea of 7«?ifi:ation 
by Goſpel Holineſs, all rhe reſt of cur Banks and Barriers will ſoon be run 
down ; Then they that hunger and thriſt after Righteouſneſs, 2! be filled ; muſt be 
interpreted cf our Goſpel Holineſs. 1f we be hungry for holineſs in conformi- 
ty to Goſpel Rule, our Souls ſhall be filled with eternal happineſs, and then 
if we take to us the Brelt Plate of Righrcoulneſs, that is, a holy walking with 
God, that wilt defend us from all Temprations ct the Devil ; as for Faith in 
Chri?, that muſt come afrer our own Righteouſneſs by this Do&rine, whereas 
the Apoſtte in that place Fpb, 6. Brings in that Brealt Plate as our chief, firſt 
piece of Armour after Truth, when the Soul is enlightned with the know ledge 
of God's love, to give oo Chriſt for vs. The firlt thing he doth, 1s, he puts 
on Chriſt's Righteouſneſs as his Breaſt-Plate : Alas if the Soul purs on his own 
Righicouſneſs, the Devil's Darts would ſoon pierce through it, but every ſcn- 
fible Soul will ſay, with ob, Though 1 were righttous, yet wou'd I not anſwer, 
I would make Supplication to my Judg, 1 ſuppoſe 7ob had as much to ſay for 
his cloſe holy walking with God as any that now call for Goſpel Holineſs, to 
make us partakers of Chriſt's puxchaſe, yer he renounces all, and ſaith farther, 
for the confounding our new Grot#ar Livinity, If 1 waſh my ſelf with Snow !Ua- 
zer;, (of the belt Goſpel Holineſs that ever meer Man bad) and make my band: 
never (0 clean (wth cloſe walking with God) yet ſhalt thou plunge ne in the Ditch, 
{of ſelf Condemna:1on and eternal miſery) and mint own Cloaths (of ſelf righte- 
ouſneſs) (hall abhor mr, O what clear goſpel grace had this good man acquain- 
rance with, when he flies from all the traſh of his being clean, ro make way 
for his juſtification, and betakes himſelf to his Days- Man, bis Redermer, who 
though he had not aRually raken fleſh, yer was then living, and living as his 
Redeemer, For 1 {now that my Redeemer livith, though be ſlay me, 1 will rift is 
bim : If 1 j»ſtifie my ſelf (with my cloſe walking or Goſpel Holineſs, in part or 
in the whole) mine own mouth would condemn mt, nay, though 1 wirt periet yi 
would 1 not £now my Soul. Here was 2 right goſpe! Spirir, like the Apoſtle Paul, 
concerning the Law blameleſs, yet, my Xightrouſntſs 15 Dung ; fo Job, If 1 be vighs 
ze047, 1 will not lift up mine bead, Fob. 1c, 15, I will not glory in my Breaſts 
Plate of mine own Righteouſneſs, 

Again, if with Mr. #ill;ams the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt by Faith he our own 
goſpel Holineſs, why may not Ffz. 45. 24. 1n him have 1 Rightroaſni/s and ftringth, 
be our goſpel Holineſs roo, and Jer. 23. 6. Jibovah our Righteouſnt/s be the ſame, 
and then, Have not ſubmitted to the Rightrouſneſs of God, Rom, 10. 3. (hall have 
the ſame uſage, and mainly intend our Goſpel Holineſs, though the Apoſtle 

| brings it in, in op jon to our own righreouſneſs : But bleſſed be God, if 
Mr. #.0r an Angel ſhould undermine theſe Foundations of a faaner's ſalvation, 
yet on this Rock God will build his Church, that Chrif# was made fin for us, 
that we might be made the Righteouſneſs of God in bim, I ſay in him, not in our 
goſpel holineſs, and if on this foundation any man builds hay and ſtubble, (as 
vur goſpel holineſs compared with Chriſts Rightcouſneſs) his work _ be 
grat 
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burnt and he. ſhall ſuffer Joſs, but he himſelf ſhall be ſaved ſo as by fire, it 
being a dangerous thing to mingle our goſpel holineſs with Chriſts Righte- 
ouſncls, Again, if Chriſts Righteouſneſs, Phil, 3+ 9. be our goſpel Holineſs, Mr, 
Vu. may as well ſay, by the Righteouſneſs of one thz free gift came upon all 
Mcn, to juſtification of life, Rom, 5. 18. doth principally intend, not ſo much 
the Pighteouſnels of Chriſt impured to us as the goſpel holineſs of every one 
of Us. 

If we give this Inch, he may take an Fll, but we are bid earneſily to con-

Qrine delivered by Dr. C. If he would have convinced him, he muſt do it with 
ſtronger and better Reaſons than Human, cven with oppoſite *criptures, if his 
Bible have anv ſach as are repugnant to the plain force of expreſs Scriptures, 
that the Dr. inſiſted on, ſuch as the Lord {aid on bim the Iniquity of «s all, to prove 
fin really tranſlated on Chriſt, and the Children being yer wnhorn, baving done nti- 
ther Goo nov Ewil, he ſaid, facocb have 1 Jaitd, and Eſau baue I bated, to prove

Next comes the exat Copy of Paul a Phariſee, thus ; The grace of God is 
bereby Rated as free as is conſeflent with his Government, or rather, 1 may ſay, 
as free as is conſiſtent with, Juſtihcation, partly by Works, and partly by grace; 
I wonder that any man ſhould ſay, none need the riches of grace more than I, 
as he doth in the next words, and yet tcl the World a little before that Gods 
Government, and ReQoral diſtribution of rewards and puniſhments, require our 
complying with Goſpel Rule in ſome degrees of Obedience, and the Goſpel San- 
&ion fixeth ſincere holineſs and perſeverance 1n Faith, as the terms of poſ-

pel Holineſs; if 1 could hear him ſay fo, it would be with me an Argument 
that he thought he needed the Riches of grace, but che Righteous necd not 
grace, for he came not to call the Righteous, bur ſinners, Is this the only 
grace you will allow God to glory in, that when men have lived ſincerely ho- 
ly all their days, then they may come to God and ſay, I demand my Penny 
T have labourcd for; I crave Heaven, for Chriſt dyed for this ead that I ſhould 
ſave my ſelf by my Evangelical righteouſneſs, and this 15 conſiſtent with thy 

ReRoral diſtribution of Rewards and Puniſhments, viz, rewards to the holy, and 

iſhments to the unholy z as for Chriſts Righteouſneſs and my juſtification, 
y that, I muſt name it for faſhion ſake, but my darling Holineſs with perſe- 
verance, are the terms of poſſeſſing Heaven? To which our Lord Jeſus hath al- 

ready anſwered, and ſo will to every Selt-Juſtitiary, as in Maitb. 21, 31. Pers

This. is (ſaith Bag#l) a. perfi# rejovcing in God whin 4 Win 
advanceth mot himſelf for his own righteouſneſs, but achnowledgeth himſelf to Jack true 
Juſtice and Rightrouſneſs, and to be Juſtifieg, by the only Faith in Chrift, and Paul doth 
£'0'y in the contempt of bis own righteouſneſs, and he looketh for tht righteouſneſs of God 
by Faith, Phil, 3. 

Here 1s not a word of our Goſpel Holineſs brought in, but a toral contempt of 
his own righteouſneſs; call it what you will, the rightcouſneſs of the Law or Goſ- 
pcl holineſs, if it be his own, *tis contemned ; and ſomewhat plainer, is Mr. Perbins 
on the ſame Text in fol. 659. Yo!. 1. who faith thus; Tie ApoRile Paul in defiring 
to be found mot in bis own righteouſneſs, but in Chriſts, defired nothing elſe but that be 
might be accepted of God for Chrifts ſake, and be efteemed righteous mm bis righteouſneſs; 
and this very Obedience which is in Chriſt, and not in us, ts the very matter of the Juſtice 
of the Gofptl, and this is made ours by Fanh ; the Goſpel requirts not the conditions of 
Merit or of any work to be done on our parts, in the Cafe of Tuftification, Toletus writing 
on the Rom. Io. 3. the not ſubmirting ro the righteouſneſs of God, which is the 
Game righteouſneſs of God by Faith, as is in Phz/. 3. 9. he hath this expreſſion 


apon it, and faith it is — 7uftitiam partam morte Chriftt quam Deus Credenti imputat &r 


dinat ; and Partus, faith *tis 7uftitiam Chriftt, and Vatab!lus on Rom. 10. 4. concerning Chriſts 


being the end of the Law for righteouſneſs, ſaith, Ut qui credit in Drum viputerur Fuftus 2 


Deo. ptrinde ac fi totam legem impleverit, finis legis per ſe ef ut ex tjus preffatione 7uſti- 
ficentur bomines, bunc finem lex obtinuit in ſolo Chriſto, qui legs penitus ſariofies & per Chrz. 
flum in nobis quoque obtinet quibus data ti legi ſatisfadlio per fidem imputatur, thus Pa- 
wablus: Gomaras gives in his Teſtimony very plainly againſt- Gofpei holineſs, being the 
xighreouſnes of God, and ſaith on Kom. 1. on the righteouſneſs of God, revealed 
from faith to faith, in this Queſtion, Quid fit juſtitia 2 non qua Deus Juſtus eſt [1d rf» 
feftiv® quod a Deo data oft : & Eſflius ; Qui nos revera in oculis tjus Fllos Facit ; & 
Tirinus; Q14 mos Deus 4 Peccatis abſolvit ; And Zanchy on the RiglhtteGſneſs of God 
without the Law, Xom.3. 21. ſaith, Qrzomodo fides Juftificat, afſert fides jiftitiam non ef<. 
fettive quaſi habitualiter Juftos efficiat, nec mater ialiter quaſi ipſa ſit illud quo jufiz cenſts 
mur, ſed objetive, quatenus in Chriſtum, qui ft Juftitiz noſftra dirigitur, e& organice, quatt- 
nus Tuftitiam Chrifti nobis imputatam (fides) TIER. And on this very Text, Þþ//, 
3- 9. bur the righteouſneſs which is of God by Faith, 14 e#f, 7ufitia qua it ex Dev 
que tora penitus e& omnizus ſuis partibus merum ff Donum Dti 8Yatuitum, vinit hat Fuſtt- 
tia & Calo unde cadit Super fidem «mi Ti Tigw non dicit bic why #x migews queſt fides 
prout opus eft noftrum, vel ſit pars bujus Tuſtitia yvel ilJud promereatur, ſed tamim d\re 7h; 
mw & ini Th mow. Thuy theſe Worthies on rhis Text agree with Dr. Goodwrn 
who faith p 4o. of EleQion, jwhich righteouſneſs by Faith to be Chbyifts Righteouſneſs, all 
ſound Proteftants profeſs, wherein they are as far from ſaying the righteouſnefs of God, 
by faith, is our Goſpel” holineſs, as rhat it is our Goſpel unholineſs, I ſuppoſe it might 
eaſily be ſhewn whence Mr. ill;ams had this unſound Interpretation of this glorious 


_ Text, even from Grorius, as he from the Mother of Harlots, Kome, who Joyns mans —_— 
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with Chriſis, for Juſtification. But inks every true Lover of the Lord Jeſus, and 
bonourer of him with. his Righteouſneſs made ours, ſhould THe in Arms againſt ſuch 
an Expobtion of this Text, and ſay, Sir, I would rather the Pen though Steel, ſhould 
be thruſt into the Ball of my right Eye, than thus to pierce again the fide of the 
T ord Jeſus, and let his rightcouineſs run waſte, while 'tis Joyned fo corruptly wich out 
Holincfs. Bur what need the ſuffrage of theſe Worthies be called in to oppoſe this ex» 
poſition, they may as well be called in to ſay White 1s not Black, and black not whize, 
for *is poſitively againſt the expreſs word of God, and {uch an laterpretation is tO 
make the Word a Noſe of ſoft Wax, to turn it which way one will; the Spirit of 
God faith expreſly, *tis th: righteouſneſs of God by Fauth, that ts, *tis*the 11ghteouſneſs 
of him who is God bleſſed for ever, and 'tis ours by Faith. No, fauh this bold Pen, 
"tis 047. Goſpel toline(s, that is, *tis our conformity to all the Rules of the Goſpel 
From ſuch Divinity the Lord Deliver us, 

By this preface it may be gueſſed how he will attack the free Grace of God, ſet 
forth in the Goſpel, and held up to the light by .Dr. C. tx pede Hereultm, tx ungue Lt» 
onem. 

This is the firſt part of the proof of his oppofing Nr. C. in order to bring in our 
righteouſneſs to concur with Chrifts in our Juſtification, by his perverting the Text 
in calling the righteouſneſs of God by Faith our Goſpel Holinels which is near a kip 
ro the Quakers Light within, being the:r Chriſt ; ſo 1four Goſpel Holineſs be the righ- 
reouſneſs of God, then *tis our Chriſt, for Chritt is called by Thomas his God, and'by 
the Apoſtl: Paul, he is made of God our Righteouſneſs, and by Mr. #4//iams this Chrilt 
our righreouſneſs, is our Goſpel Holineſs. 

So that by this Clew or Thread at the entrance into his Book, we are led into the 
Myſtery of his laying fo great Blame on Dr. C. for renouncing all our Righteouſneſs 
in the matter of Juſtification before God. But to trace him from the beginning, he 
enters on the Stage with ſo much heat againlt Errors of hs own forming, that he 
forgets himſelf, and the firſt daſh in his Preface is a trip of nonſenſe, making his 
beginning to ſound av if ic were his ending, ſaying, the Revival of theſt Errors, "whereas 
he had named no Errors before; bur Zcal andhis Patſion puts and begins ©6n theſe Er707s, 
which bath no reference, and inſtead of ſaying the Errors which I have proved againſt 
Dr. C. he faith, the revival of theſe Errors ; Well, What will the revival of theſe Errors (in 
the air) do? they muſt nos on'y exclude that Miniſtry 4s Legal, which is moſt aps in" its 
Nature, and by Chris Ordination, to convert Souls, but alſo renders Unity amongſt Chri- 
Fians a thing impoſſible ; But what if they be foun4 ſound Goſpel Truths, what you 
rake for Errors, then the Miniſtry excluded as Legal, will be found not very apt in 
Its nature to Convert Sonls, and not of Chrifts Ordination ſo to do: Whether 
they be Errors or no, will be ſeen when Examined; 4n the mean time, this ex» 
preſſion looks like Legal and Ungoſpel, to ſay the Miniſtry he pretends to hath 
an aptneſs in_its own nature to convert Souls; and is Forreign to the Apoſtie's ac» 
count, he gives of converting Souls, for the Goſpel ir ſelf preache by the Apoſtles 
themſelves, had no aptneſs in its Nature to convert Souls, nay, it was fo far from 
that in its own nature, that it became a ſavour of Death to the non Elet; the 

Apoſtle did not Preach a deal of trumpery qualifications muſt be found in Men to - 
prepare them to true Conve: fion, but he preacht Chrikt- Cructhed, to the Zews 8 
ſtumbling Block, and to the Greihs Fooliſhneſs, but 10 them whith art called both Jews 
and Greebs, Chriſt the Powter of God, 1 Cor, 1. 25. and in 2:Cor. 2. 16. the A- 
-paſtle ſaith, + are of God 4 ſweet ſavour of Chriſh, ##; shem- that are ſaved, and. in them 
that Periſh, to the one, tbe ſavour of Death to Death, Where is the aptneſs of the Goſ- 
pel in its own nature to convert Souls, when you find it 15 the occaſion of ſtumb- 
ling, and is a Savour of death, where there doth. nor .go forth fame 'Almigh- 
ty Power with ir, as raiſed up Chriſt, and now. though the Apoſtles preaching was far 
from having any thing in its.own nature, of aptneſs to. convert Souls, yer #'by- 
man Invented way of Preaching the Goſpel with threats and promiſes,” you ſay 1s: 
apt,.nay 'tis moſt apt in its Nature to conyert Soulsz what doth this trend xc .

the taking off the effeual Irreſiſtible Grace of God in calling ſome by the ſame 

word which hardens others; 1 fear the converſion that is wrought by the natural 
aptneſs of a certain Miniſtry, js only a Converſion to a natural Religion, nor to 
that which is from above. Wel!, you ſay your Miniftry is not only apt 1n its nas» 
tare, but by Chriſts Ordination. to convert Souls: If it be by Chriſts Ordination, 
it muſt haveaa tendency to what Chriſt hath ordained it for, but the Miniſtry of 
Chriſts Ordination is nor to ſer up any thing in Man to convert him, unlefs dead- 
neſs in a Man is a Qualification to make him live; he faith the Dead ſhall 
hear the Yoice of the Son of God and live, and you who were dead in 
ſins, bath he quickned, you may tell a dead Man of many Qualifications that 
be neceſſary ro make him live, but *tis all in vain, till Chriſt by his Omnipotent 
Power ſay the word, and with the word ſpeaks life: But this aptne's of a Mini- 
Nry in its nature, and then hooking in Chriſts Ordination of it without any Proof, 
ſhews ve muſt take things for granted, becauſe you ſay it, though the Scripture 
ſay juſt the contrary, in ſaying, When thou waſt in thy blood, 1 ſaid to thee, live, Ezek, 
116. What Threats and Promiſes were here, what aptneſs in denouncing the Ter- 
rors of the Law, when even the Promiſes of the Goſpel have not a natural aptneſs 
ri!! Chriſt ſpeaks the word, and ſay, Lazarus come forth. 

The other fide ignorantly jet up the Name of Chriſt and Free Grace. (he ſays)"Twould be 
good Manners firſt ro prove tis done ignorantly, and next it would help your cauſe 
to prove that the Name of Chriſt, and free Grace, are not of more value im the 
Caſc than your Promiſes and Threats. O have a care of a fling at the Name of 
Chriſt, for by Faith in his Name, the Apoſtle made the Cripple to go. 

This is (et up againſt the Government of Chriſt and the rule of Judgment, D. W. No, 
*ris ſet up by the Authority of the Apoſtle, who defired ro know nothing among 
the Corimtbians but Chriſt and him Crucifyed, not a rag of Mens Righteouſneſs to 


cover the leaſt ſpeck, would the Apoſtle know. As for the Government of Chrift, 
he neecs none of your ſtating.

I believe many Abtttors of theſe miflabes ave hongftly Tealous for the honour of Free 
Grace, M,W. Again, he comes with his theſe miftab:s before he names any, ſo poſt- 
tive in his Nonlenſe through Zeal of Oppoſition - is he, they are hon?/ly xealous : 
Burt if they be in the right, as will appear if the Word of God be right, then tis 
to be feared the Oppoſer will not be honeſtly a Difator, and ro catumniate be- 


fore he prove, is no ſign of over much modeſty, nor diſcretion. If he had ſaid, I | 


ſuppoſe the Reader will find Dr. C. guilty of miſtakes by the following Diſcourſe, 
he might have acquitred himſelf of modeſty. But preſently theſe Errors and 
tbeſe Miſtakes without a tirtle of Proof requires a reproof; he taughr his venerable 
Vouchers, Dr. B. &c. modeſtly to ſay, he hath rightly ſtated the Truths and Errors men- 
tioned, not theſe Errors, and theſe miſtabes; they may be rightly ſtated, and yet come 
far ſhort of being ſufficiently proved; and whereas they . modeſtly ſay, they account 
he bath in this work done conſgderable ſervice to the Church of chril. 1 am of their mind 
too, by many conſiderable Pens being engaged in anſwering ir, and will ſay what 
an excellent Chriſtian told me, 1 b!eſs God with all wy beart every day I riſe for the op- 
ppoſmmg Dr. C's. Doftrine at Pinners Hall, for it hath occaſioned the light to break forth 
more gloriouſly thereby ; in illuſtrating and confirming what was oppoſed. 1 ſuppoſe they 
xefer*d to the Reverend Mr. Coles Diſcourſes. 

They ba've not light ſufficient to ſee how God hath provided for this (honour of Free 
Grace) in his Reftoral aiftribution of benefits by a Goſpe! Rule, Mr. W. If he had ſaid 
chey have not confidence ſufficient to preſcribe God a Rule as forre others have 
I had agreed ; but for light; Let us to the Law and Teſtimony, when we come to 
the point ; but this Refforal Diſtribution is the buſineſs, Men have coyned an Office 
for God, they preſcribe him a model of Gorernment z he muſt diſtribute Benefits

Dottrine, that Chriſt ſaves the worſt Sin- 
ner thar comes to him by believing 35 no, hold a while, the Apoſtle Pa} runs too 
faſt, he hath made abundance of ſuch Antinomians as Dr. C. ſtay a little, confider, 
have you gracious Qualifications ? Haye you wept and mourned, and given full proof 
of yopr Humiliatiorf, Godly Sorraw, Repentance, and the'like ? Don't tell us theſe 
are the Fruits of Faith, and follow Faith, but when you have found theſe, rhen 
come to us for :Comfort; ſhew us your Goſpel Holineſs, and then we can tell you, 
Belitye in the Lord Jiſus, and you (hall be ſauid, 

Many of our Abliſt Pens were engaged agai"(t wtſe Errors, as Mr, Gataker, &c, The 
Provincial Synod at London. As for Able Pens, God gives various Light, and if Paul 
and Barnab:s contended, much likelyer for Mr. Gataktr and Dr.C. but tis ecafier 
refuting a dead Man than a living one, for one cannot anſwer what the other 
oppoſes : Peter and Paul contended, but Free Grace Pau} was too hard for Legal 
Peter, who complyed too far, Gal, 2, 11. and fo at laſt will Dr. Criſp's DoErine be 
ro thoſe, that as 1t were bring in ſomewhat with Chrills righteouſneſs for Juſtifica- 
tion, As for the provincial Synod that oppoſed by Name Doctor Criſp, 1 fear 
much of their Spirit is in thoſe that pretend to moderation, while they oppoſe this 
Do&rine, they were for bloody Bonners Arguinent againſt Dr. C, Fire and Faggot 
it would have come to, I r-member 1 went when a Foy to Priſon, to ſee an Emi- 
nent Chriltian whom that Synod had ſecured there for promoring the Publiſhi 
Do&or Criſp his Works; a rare way of ReGtoral Diſtribution of Benefits by a Gof- 
pel Rule, and were Power in the hands of thoſe ſeveral worthy Miniſters that 
Door 'i//;iams ſaith, oft ſolicited him to engage in this Work, 1 queſtion nor 
but they would at length prevail with him, as well to impriſon Doftor Criſp his 
Defenders, as to aver thoſe things to be Errors, that he hath nor proved ſo.

To the grief of 
ſuch as perceive the tendency of theſe Principles, we are ingaged in a new Oppoſition (he 
fich)and Iam of his mind, he or they that athſted him, did ingage therein to the 
grief of ſuch as ſaw the tendency of the Principles he oppoſed. 

Burt to take his meaning if it can be hit, *tis thus, to their grief we are by them 
engaged in a new oppoſition; but will 1t not be more to their grief to find your 
Oppoſition is to the Truth, which by: your oppoſing will be more radiant. 

1 believe many abettors of theſe Notions, have grace to preſerve their minds and Praftices 
from their Influexce, D.#, Here's great Conceſſion, firſt the/e Errors, then theſe miſtakes, 
and now, theſe Notions, at laſt I hope it will be theſe pure fireams of Goſpel Grace; IT 
perceive your Eyes begin to dazle by long poring on the Truth, the Lord grant 'a 
Clear fight; you believe the Abertors have Grace? O bleſſed be 'God that gives ta 
the moſt unworthy. 

But they ought to conſider that the ginerality of Mankind bare no ſuch Antidote, D. W, 
That 1s, the generality of Mankind have not Grace to preſerve them from the in, 
fluence of Errors and miſtakes: I doubt ſa roo, but methinks this. word, the gene- 
raliry of Mankind not having fuch an Antidote, favours as if the generality of 
; Mankind had ſome Antidote, or, as the Arminian ſays, all have ſtill ſufficient by nas 
ture 1f they wov!'d improve it to preſerve them: -O how apt are we to refer 
ſomewhat of good to tte generality -of: mankind, whereas ;in- truth 'not only '-the 
generality have not Antidotes to: keep them, but the contrary is moſt true, no-man 
 ®hatſoever upconverred . hath any- Antidote to keep himſelf from the Poyſon of. any 
\ Error ever broached. \ 204 d:50 vir 
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yy-rdl you whom you ſhall fear, but I never heard. of fearing ſins, or a;complaing 
that ſins are not feared. The Pagans do fear the Black: Devil they ſay, Ieſt he 
ſhould them hurt, but never any Chriſtian: I think had any ſuch reverence in 
him towatd fin, probably he means, many affirm they onght not to be afraid ro 
commir fin, if he mean ſo, he was unhappy in his exprefling himſelf, and he would 
—do well to cite ſome of his many that ſay (0; as for Dr. Crip I ſuppoſe he will 
not offer at it, though his words look very uncharitable that way, which the Dr. 
flatly denies fol. 510. and faith, Let me not be miftaben ; 1 do not ſay we muſ# not be 
afraid 10 ſin, but they nec4 not be afraid of their fins. But as to his meaning that no 
Believer ought to fear any -hurt can be done him by his fin, as Dr. Criſp his aſ- 
ſertion, when he quotes any thing of Dr. criſps tending that way, I will prepare 
for an Anſwer, in the mean time. I ſuppoſe he will nor deny, but God often turns 
that which ſeems molt dreadful to be moſt beneficial, as the Small Pox to Cure a 
Conſumption, ſo fin the worſt of Evils, to the adrancing God's glory and beſt of 
goods; but he wont ſay' Dr. Criſp taught that, therefore we ought to fin that Grace 
may abound, an old objection. of Satan anſwered by the Apoſtje, and Dr. Crip in 
his Sermon 8. Chriſtian Liberty no Licentious Dodtrint. 

God hath no move to lay to the Charge 'of the wichtd:ft Man if be be Elefted, than he 
hath to lay to the Charge of a Saint in glory, M. Williams in his Charge, This harſh 
Expreſſion when compared with the Scriptures, quoted by Dr. Cr7;ſp, will be better 
reconciled ro our Spirits, than that Chriſt the Holy Jeſus in his moſt perfe& ſtate 
of molt perfe& holineſs, as God the Father is Holy, was made fin and a Curſe, and 
yet God bleſſed for ever, is it more aftoniſhing, rhat a Sinner in his blood, in hig 
higheſt Sins, as 2ſanzſſeb, ſhould be lookt upon in Chriſt as choſen in him loved in 
him from all Eternity to all Eternity, and look'd on by God in Chrifts righteouſ- 
neſs, ſhould have nothing to be laid to his Charge; is this more harſh, than for 
Chriſt in his moſt complcat holineſs to be lookt on by God to be a Curſe for us ? 
Dr. Criſp will be found not to have ſpoken of finners as in themſelves; but as lookr 
on in Chriſt, and then the time of being 1n blood, was a time of Love, And a 
little Charity in -D. 7i/1;ams might have lead; nor' to make ai ſcare-crow of ſuch 
an Expreſſion, bur if the Apoſtles: Oppoſers fetch*d wrong conclufions from his 
Bleſſed premiſes of Free Grace, ſo it will be to the end of the World by ſelf Juſt 
tiaries, bur of this in its more proper place. Again, 

The Eleft are not governed by fear or hope, M.W. charge. No, why ſhould they be 
governed by. any but their Lord Jeſus, who is both their fear and hope. For the 
Laws of Chrift have no promiſes nor threats to rule them by, w, This is a moſt falſe

v% heep Men from-{n. Now doth it not look like Malice for any to affert-ſo grofs 
#2 vuntruth, as to ſay, ſo *tis affirmed by thoſe he oppoſes, meaning D. Criſp. That thiy 
are not undey impreſſions of rewards or puniſhments as motives to Duty, or preſervatives a= 
gainſt ſin, w, Can any thing be a clearer Proof of falſchood if not malice than this ? 
And it may be at lcaft 100 fuch Expreſſions as this, to deſiſt from fin by morives 
of Rewards, and ſometimes of Puniſhment. But report, and' we will report, and I

order to an Intereit in any of theſe Bleſſings, nor ought they to intend the Jeaſt good to 
themſelves, in what they do, ſin can do them no barm, becauſe it is nout of theirs, nor 
can God afflia them for any ſin, and all the viſt of his Opinions follow in a Chainto the 
Dethroning of .C brift, enervating bis Laws, and plearings, obſiruting the great Defigns of 
Redemption, oppoſing the wery ſcope of, the Goſpel, and the Miniftry of Chriſt and his Pro- 
phits and Apoſtles. Here's the Charge, gratis Didum, and the Conſequences of it: 
It can't be 1immagined the Rancour that Prejudice will make; the Preaching up. of 
Chriſt, and Free-Grace throvgh him, is the Dethroning Chriſt ; whar coujd Malice 
ſay worſe ? Is crying up the King for our Deliverer, from Popery and Tyranny, & 
dechroning him ? Juſt ſo is crying up our Salvation only by Chriſt, without. a con- 
currence of our Works, a dethroning him; in conſidering this Scheme, ſo far I take 
ic for granted that; Mr.1/iams. looks on it in the whole and every: part of 1t- to 
be falſe Dodrine, by the contrary to which we-may draw a Scheme- of' Mr. #il- 
liams. Thus, that by Gods Decree, no Bleſſing belongs to. us, and 'that_on the 
Croſs all the fins of the Ele& were not transferred: to Chriſt, that at Conception 
a Title to Bleſſings is not applyed. But as it is not fair to,urge upon him any 
thing that he doth not plainly aſſert,-ſo I wave fixing this on him, and only touch 
b on what may be true and what not in this Scheme, | 
; Firſt, *'Tis nor true that Dotor- Criſp ſaith, that by Gods meer Flefting Decyte, all 
ſaving Bleſſmgs are ors by Divine, Obligation, and a bare denyal is ſufficient, where 
he brings no Proof, and '1 ground ir upon that word meer, for Dr. Criſp no where 
ſevers the Eleftion of the Father. from the. Redemption of the Son, either 1n Cos 
venant or aAual Performance, For God blefſeth with all Spiricual Blefſings in Hea- 
venly places, according as. he hath choſen us-1n him; and. this is more proof for 
what: Mr. 7ill;zams advances as an Error, than he hath brought or can bring to make 
it an Error, to ſay by God's Decree, all Bleſſings are ours, ſo that 'this 1s a frivo- 
lous and falſe Charge; *tis frivolous, becauſe the ſum of the Charge 15s' a Truth, 
andſ'cis falſe, becauſe Dr. Criſp never aſſerted *ris by meer Eleftion ; bur I fear, 
Mr. illiams to. avoid running too high in: the glorifying God for abſolute Ele&ing 
all his fore-Ordained ones in Chriſt to Salvation, and all that occurs to'it; He I fear © 
leaves Election -as a thing to depend much on our own wills,, whether it ſhall rake 
place or no, not but that: our. Wills muſt be brqught over by, Gods making vs a 
willing: People, but ſtill the EleRtion; obtains, and;God EleRed ro the means as well 
as;the-cnd, .apd will- aceompliſh- both,” ;- / *1 | 

The next :Charge-is that; DoRor Cx;ſp'in/ the Scheme made for him, holds that, 
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Nothing more is nredful to our Title to theſe Bleſſiags, but God's meer Elefting Decree; 
if he means nothing needful as to Evidence of the Title, then he wrongs the Dr. 
who in many. places makes Faith the grand Evidence under the Holy $, Irit, and 
a Holy Coriverſation neceſſary, bat if he means by nothing more needful ro our 
Title but Gods Decree, taking in the redemption by Chriſt, which Dr. criſp never 
ſevers, then I hope Mr. #iliams is of the ſame mind, or he ſets up ſomething with 
Chriſt, and I would fain know why an Eſtate in Heaven fſetled in the Counſel of 
peace from all Eternity, berween the Father, Son and Spirit, on the Chiſdren that 
Gould be hegotren in time by God, and be born of God, John 1. 13. ſhould nor 
be a ſufficient Title of an indefeizable Inheritance to all the Ele&t as an Eſtate 
in Land fetled upon Marriage, ſhould be ſufficient for the Heir *tis ſetled upon, 
withour that H-irs doing any thing in order to make it ſure more than when he 
comes to Age to enter upon it. 

The next 1s, That on the Croſs all the ſins of the FlefF were transferred to Chriſt, Tf 
this be the grand Error, then the Prophet Eſay muſt be called to account for it, 
with the Apoſtle Peter, The Lord laid on bim the Iniquity of us all, who in his own 
Body bare our fins on the Tree, 'Tis admirable ſtrange the bold front of humane 
reaſoning to oppoſe the moſt plain expreſs Scriptures in the Bible ; rhe fins of the 
Apoſtle and thoſe he wrote to were committed ſeveral years after Chriſt was cruci- 
fyed, and yet he faith chriſt bare them on the Tree, If Men will fight againſt 
plain Scripture, and cry, *tis dethroning Chriſt ro urge the truth thereof, then fare- 
well the Goſpel. Bur to expoſtulate a little, either our fins were laid on Chrilt 
then or never, for Chriſt ſuffers no more, and if they be laid on him now, or 
when a finner is converted, then Chriſt muſt come down again, and ſuffer, or fin 
eduld nor be expiated, bur ſure 'tis ſomewhat elſe Mr. Williams means, as that fin 
was never laid on Chriſt, but that when Chriſt died, he ſuffered for this end, that 
if we live a good life, repent and believe the Goſpel, we ſhall be ſaved ; but grant 
that (which can never be granted, for no man can do one good Aﬀ, without true 
faving Faith in Chriſt, a facrifice for his ſins,) what becomes of our fins, if Chriſt did 
not bear them on the Tree, they muſt lye ſome where, for they cannot be Jaid 
en Chriſt now, then they muſt lye on the Sinner, which would have ſent him to 
Hell preſently, but he purged away fin by the Sacrifice of himſelt, which he could 
not do, if they were not on him when he was on the Croſs, when he became that 
Sacrifice God forbid that Mr. williams by his Goſpel Truth ſtated, ſhonld call us 
toxa new Goſpel, as he would by making it-an Error, to ſay, that the fins of the 
Ele& were on Chriſt upon the Croſs. : 

'His next is of ſmaller moment, but to be taken notice of, viz. 'Tis one part of 
his Scheme of Dr. criſps Errors, that he holds, that at tbe fir moment of Conception,

1.9, For in that reſpe& the Ele& have no more to do 1n order to 
an Intereſt in thoſe Bleſſings, than an Heir to an Eſtate ſetled on him before he was 
born, hath ro do ro gain him an Intereſt therein, and accordingly the Apoſtle is 
plain in Epbeſ.

his Face, and make loathſom his Prayers to the Lord, t11l he repent and obtain the 
waſhing of it from his Conſcience, by Faith in the £!0od of Chriſt, 

Again, if Mr, liams mean that DoCtor Cr1/p, in ſaying fin covid do him no 
harm, holds it ſo in genera), that in no ſenſe it can kurt him, and that it 1s not a 
ſting and terrour to the Conſcience even of a Ecliever, while his Faith is unaQive 
and under a Cloud, he wrongs him, for he faith in fol. 512, The Torments of Hell is 
the merit of the leaſt fn in the World, T1ſptah not to Extinuate any fin, ſuth as look upon 
theſe ſins as uncancelltd, So long theſe ſms may work an horror and trembling is Perſons 
and Mr. Williams will not fay but this is harm to a poor Souls peace and comfort, and 
this Dr. Criſp holds, nay, ke faith in fol. 513. Before Mtn come to ſee the light of the Goſ- 
pel of Chriſt, their ſins tare m thiir Faces, ſeeming to ſpit firt at them; and 1s this no harm, 
and this 1s to the Ele&t rill they b=licve, ſo that this 1s no good charge of Mr, #il- 
liams.

Several other ſuch hurts come by ſin, not from its own Natnre, but from Gods Or- 
dination, as that where fin abounds, grace much- more abounds (not that any ſhould 
think fin the Icſs dreadful and terrible) and as-fin hath rejgned to death, ſo Grace 
reigns to eternal Life by Jeſus Chriſt our Lord, and yer ſtill fin isto be avoided as the 
greateſf, horrideſt evil in the World z but notwithſtanding this, the Apoſtle encouragerty 
poor Souls when they do fall into fin, not to be afraid of their fins, but to flie for 
Refuge to the Mercy-Scat, the hope, ſure and ſtedfaſt, ſet before them, ſaying, if a- 
ny manſin, we have an Advocate with the Father, Jeſus Chriſt the Righteous, and 
thus I hope this grand Cavil is evaporated, and- that jr appears Sona for any.

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This expreſſion is no whete quoted, but inferred from the Dofor, and it is put here 
contrary to the DoRor's ſenſe, in which he ſpeaks of Aﬀi&tion, and ſeems harſh; 
Mr. Wiliams might ſee that what the Dr. ſaith, is ſpoken by way of pumſhment, thar 
all the AMiRions that God lays on his People, are in love, and not by way of puniſh- 
ment for their ſins, ſeeing their ſins were laid on the Lord Jeſus, and he bare chem 
and all puniſhment due for them, and if thoſe that ſcruple ſaying, Chriſt bare the 
very ſms of the Elect, will yet allow he bare the puniſhment for them, ſure then 
they muſt grant that God doth not lay afflition on his People by way of puniſh« 
ment ; God ſaith, indr:d4 you only have 1 known, therefore will 1 puniſh you for your [ni- 
quities, but this cannot be taken properly for punithment, unleſs Men will make God 
worſe than the foolith Servant, who made him a hard Maſter; viz. an unjuſt Op- 
preſſor, to puniſh fins on his Son, and to puniſh them alſo on the ſinner ; and be- 
bdes, that aflition which a man bears in this life, 'be it never To great, is ſo far from 

- puniſhment -proper for ſin, the leaſt of which deſerves, as DoQtor Cr# p ſaith, cternal 
Hell Torments, that it is not ſo much as a flea-biting compared with a ſtab art the 
Heart, but I take the ground why perſons will call affliftions on God's Children Pu- 
niſhments for fin, is on this -double account, Firlt, they would make God an eaſe, 
tender-hearted ſudge, that will commute Penance, and for a great Crime, as every 
Ga is, he will take a ſmall amends as a little remporal Aﬀittion, and next they 
wilt be as kind to our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and reckon he bears the lels if the ſinner 
bear part with him; but without any mincing, this muſt be owned that all aMlic- 
tions on Gods people are in love; all I love, 1 rebuke and chaſten, and *tis for our 
profit, that we may be partakers of his holineſs, and it 15s fatherly ro deter from 
fin, I do not mean that fin hath no hand in many Afﬀi&tons, for as the Apoſtle 
ſaid of the diſorderly Corinthians, for that cauſe many were fick and weak : But 
what the Dr. inſiſted on, was, that Afﬀfiition for Gn was not proper puniſhment, 
bur pure love to their Souls, — I cannot ſee but afflifions are a Fruit or effe& 
of fin in many, yet I may, not from thence conclude, that rhoſe Aﬀi&ions are from 
Wrath in the Father, or for puniſhmenr proper on the Child, but the effe&ts of 
a Fatherly love, for if ye be without Chaſtiſement, whereof all are partakers, then 
are ye Baſtards, and not Sons, ſo that this Exception againſt the DoQor is a ſmall

The next is, Enervating his Laws and Pleadings; This flows from the other, if 
chriſt be dethroned his Laws mult; be enervated, But if Chriſt alone is exalted, his 
Holy and Pure word is eſtabliſhed, as the Dr. often aſſerts from the Apoſtle; do 
we make void theLaw by Faith, nay we eftabliſh it by bringing in Chriſt fulfilling the Law 
for us, and writing it in our Hearts, as holy juſt and good, teaching us by his 
Spirir, to deny all ungodlineſs, as in the Sermons on that Text. Dr. Criſp ſhews ; "tis 
not. the exalting the Blood cf Chriſt, that Enervatcs the Laws of God an( Chriſt, bur 
*tis the making our Righreoufneſs which js every jot defiled to ſtand in the place of 
the abrogated Moral Law; to ſay that in regard we are not able to fulfill the mo- 
ral Law, God accepts of our Evangelical Righteouſneſs, that is, our own Goſpel Ho- 
lineſs, and ſo making it in ſome ſenſe a Cc-partner with Chriſts Righteouſneſs, de- 
nying it in words, but cſtablithing 1t in deed; this is the real enervating Chriſts 
Laws, elſe how comes the righteouſnefs of God by Faith, Phil. 3. G5. to be called 
Goſpel Holineſs? I am ſure the Righteouſneſs of God by Faith juſtifies a Beljever, 
and 1f this Righteouſneſs of God be our. Goſpel Holineſs, then our Goſpel Holineſs 
jultifies a Believer, and this they will bring it to at laſt, or they ſay nothing, 


ObſtruRting the great Deſign of Redemption: A virulent Charge, but unleſs obſtru&ing 
man's Righteouſneſs from eclipfing Chriſt's Righreouſneſs be the crime, nothing of this 
can be laid to the Drs. Charge, how inconſiſtent 1s this Charge with the great cry a- 
gainſt him, that Chriſt ſaves the worlt of ſinners that come to him, even when in their 
blood and ' filth which he freely afſerts, and yet preſſes nor to live in fin, but to plo- 
rifie God in all holy Converſation. . If by the deſign of Redemption Mr, williams 
means that - we are redeemed or- created ing Chriſt Jeſus, to good Works, and 
Charges the Dr, to obſtrut that deſign, what can be more contrary than that in 
the Doors Sermons, when he ſaith, fol. 556. The belirf of this, (that Free Grace a- 
bounds) doth certainly and effeffually teach and produce an hatred of fin, and a love of bo- 
Lineſs, and in fol. 557. If there be any ſuch, (as ſay, let us fin that Grace may abound) 
Jet me deal plainly with them, for my part 1 muſt account them the greateſt Monfers upox 
the Face of the Earth ; the greats! Enemits to the Church that ever were, and I ſay of ſuch 
dishonourers of. the Church, and diflurbers of the Conſciences of Gods People, that thty are 
Carnal, Senſual,” and Deviliſh; they are the greateft Entmies to the Free Grace of God, aud 
the greateſt Subverters of the Power and Purity of the Goſpel, and the greateft binderers of 
the Courſe of it under Htaven; No perſons in the World do jo wound the ſides of Chrift 
as be who doth profeſs the Goſpel, and yet live Wichedly, and if there be any ſuch bere, let 
me tell them their Faith 7s no better than the Faith of Devils, for they believe and tremble, 
and that Chriſt will have a heavitr veckoning, and account for ſuch when they come to 
Judgment, than for any Perſons under Heaven beſides. Now can Mr. Williams in cold 
blood ſay this Dottrine obſtruds the deſign of Redemption 3 that this oppoſes the 
ſcope of the Goſpel. | : 

Next he Apoligizes for the Doctor, >7That be hag not entertained thrſe Opinions, - 
if be had conſidered that God's -Flefting Decree is no legal grant, nor a formal promiſe to 
us. I ſuppole it may be gathered that the Door coſidered God's elefting Decree 
as much ay his Oppoſer, when the Dr. lays all the ſtreſs of Mans happineſs upon the

I may 
ſay God's Decree 1s ſo far from _ponng nothing into preſent Being, that it purs 
all things into paſt, preſent, and furuce being; /for. if God be one Eternal a&, 
and all things paſt, preſent, and to come are ever « 'being 1n his Eye or _ 
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ledge, ſo he puts every thing into preſent being with himſelf, to be manifeſt 
In their proper Seaſons according to his eternal purpoſe which he purpoſed in 
himſelf, Epbeſ. 1.11. And accordingly the Ele&1on of Sons to glory is in pre- 
ſent being when there are ſuch Sons 1n being, : 

This. putting nothing into being by Gods Ele&ion, is the way theſe Men 
take to evaporate God's Ele@ion into Man's EleR1on ; 'tis not God doth abs 
ſolutely Ele& any Man to ſalvation (except the man Chriſt, I hope they grant 
that) bur man Ele&s himſelf to Salvation, and then Fle&1on hath pur ſomewhat in- 
to preſent being : But though Mr. #i/ams ſay of Elettion, ir purs nothing into 
preſent being, I hope all Orchodox Protetiants v3ll ſay that Ele&ion hath 
Put the Ele& into an happy ſtate; for Ele(tion hath obtained,” though the reſt 
are blinded, and nothing can be Jaid to the chirge of Ged's Ele&, and they 
are loved with an everlaſting love; and is Go.!'s love nothing in preſent being ? 
So it bars not God as 4 Governour to fix 4 connexion between Benefits and Duties. 
No, but ir bars man from framing a Mode] for God, and from making God's | 
Righteouſneſs to be Mans Goſpel Holineſs, and it bars man from putting in 
any leven into the lump of being Juſtifyed freely by his Grace, through the 
Redemption that 1s in Jeſus, it bars man from ploughing with an Ox, an Aſs, 
and from wearing a Linſey Wolſey Garment, and from putting new Wine ins» 
to old Bottles, and from thinking a. Branch can bring forth. any good Grapes, 
except it be firſt in the Vine the Lord jeſus, there being no gathering Grapts of 
Thorns, or Figs of Thiſtles, or any good work from any Soul, till he is in 

Ichriſt,%and though there 1s a bleſſed Connexion of Benefits and Duties, yet no 

fhr's Duty 1s done till the Benefit of heing united to Chriſt be firſt beltowed 


by God; God fixes a Connexion, *tis true, he makes the Tree good firſt, and 
then the Fruit good, and this was eternally in the Decree, but man muſt nor 
fix the connexion by making Duties Procurers of Benefits, or making Goſpel 
threats and promiſes to have in their own Nature a tendency to Convert Souls, 
without the Operation of the Holy Spirit, . 

Mr. #liams faith, If the Doftor bad animadueritd that Chrifts ſufferings were the 
foundation of our Pardon, but not formally our Pardon: This intimates that the Dr, 
faith Chriſts ſufferings were formally our Pardon. 1 can ſhew how far our great 
Reformers went beyond Mr. Williams in aſſerting the vertue of the ſufferings 
of Chriſt in the Pardon of fin, which if Mr.”71/;:ams had conſulted, he would 
not haye 'refletted as he doth on the Dr. they ſay in the Dodrine of the 
Church of Zngland, that which 1s tantamount to a formal pardon in Chrifſts 
Sufferings, they do not amuſe the World with Mr. Wiliams his ReGtoral di- 
ſtribution, that he allows to God in pardoning finners, upon account of their 
being found in their Goſpel Holineſs, joyning Faith and Holineſs together, as 
they entitle to. Goſpel Benefits, which Benefits he ſaith, are not from the confoy » 
mity of Faith and Holineſs, &c, to the Precepr, but from their Conformity to the 
rule of the Promiſe, and ſo plunging poor Souls in his deeps, and amazing them 
with his rules and Connexions : Bur theſe Homiliſts give a certain ſound of the 
Goſpel, anq ſay upon the Sermon of the Patſion, of Good Fryday fol. I77 Such 
favour did be purchaſe by bis Death of his heauenly Pather for us, that for the merit 
thereof, we are now fully in Gods grace again, and clearly diſcharged from our ſin, Theſe 
are plain wholſome intelligible Goſpel Truths, ſuch as ſuit with the Do@ors 
Teſtimony, they are not Bombaſted with, If we continue to repent and be- 
lieve to our Death, then our Evangelical- Righteouſneſs ſhall juſtifie us art the 
great day from Satans Charge of unbelief; But, they ſpeak home againſt all 
Arminianiſm, and ſay that by the merit of his death, we are in Gods grace 
again, nay we are mow in God's grace and that fully, (not we ſhall be) and 
we are diſcharged from ſon, nay, we are clearly diſcharged from fin, and in the 

next 
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next words they put'it home; and fay to the confounding all the mincers of the 
vertue of the death of Chriſt as tothe pardon of fin, thus, No tongue ſurely is 
able to expreſs the worthineſs of this ſo precious @ dtath, For in this ftandeth the 
continual pardon of our daily Offencts, Had ſuch a paſſage as this been found in 
the Notes taken from Do@or Criſp that there 'is a continual pardon ſtanding, 
firm in the death of Chriſt, of our preſent daily Offences, this would be ac- 
counted dethroning Chrift by giving more honour to him, than ſome diſtinguiſh» 
ers can allow, or if Reverend Mr. Cole had ſaid, that in Chriſts death ſtands the 
Pardon of our daily offences, nay, there ſtands a continual Pardon, and this 
mentioned without naming Faith and Repentance, but be our Offences what 
they may be, there ſtands a continual pardon if we be Chriſtians indeed, ſay 
theſe holy Reformers, this had been Dangerous DoG&rine, as an eminent Divine 
ſajd of as harmleſs expreſſions of his as theſe in Pinners Hall; 1 wiſh thoſe wor- 
thy Gentlemen who are ſo exceptious againſt the freeneſs of God's Grace in 
and through Chriſt, and muſt eke it ovt by our Goſpel Holineſs, would ſeri- 
ouſly conſider in the fimplicity of the Goſpel Spirit of theſe Homiliſts, ſuch ex- 
preſſions as theſe of theirs, before they paſs their *hard Cenſures of crying de- 
throning Chrilt, enervating his Laws, becauſe ſome who may be clearer than

ther* Graces in Faith, the Seed and Root planted by Chriſt with himſelf, in 
the Soul ; the Homiliſts go on for the farther aſcertaining the benefirs that ac- 
crew to the Elect in the Death of Chriſt, and ſay, 1» th#s (death) we be al- 
Jowed, how will Mr. Villiems and his Friends take, this ? In this we be allows 
ed; will they ſay, in Chrifs death there is only a Foundation for Pardon, or 
a Foundation for our being allowed? O 'tis much more doubtleſs ; *tis thus, 
we now are allowed or accepted in that death of his, that death had ſuch an 
efficacy, that we being juſtified by it, are allowed or accepted in it; he don't 
lay we arc accepted for it, or allowed for it, but in it, we are allowed in it; 
God looks on nothing elſe but that Death of his Son in which he allows or 
accepts of thoſe Sheep his Son dyed for; and that this 1s the meaning the 
next words ſhew, they ſaying, 1n this is purchaſed the everlaſting Health of our 
Souls: Ay, faith Mr. Williams, now they lean on my fide, Chriſt purchaſed this 
for them, that is to ſay, provided they repent, believe, walk holy; no, 'tis not 
with that connexion, tho* God works all thoſe Graces where chriſts death is 
Iimpated. But they ſay everlaſting Health is purchaſed, and it is in this death 
of chriſt, there, 'tis firmly fixt on that unmoveable Rock, without wention- 
ing any previous Qualifications as terms or cenditions to concur to our Title, 
for the Title is freely given in the Purchaſe, and the Qualifications are 
wrought by the Purchaſer, all of Grace; and as ſure as he laid down his life 
for his Sheep, ſo ſurely they ſhall come to him, the Father drawing: But 
without any limitation to any Condition , *tis afſerted plainly by above 49 of 
* theſe holy Reformers, that 1n this (Death of Chriſt) (I ſay in it, which is 
more than by it) in this is purchaſed the everlaſting bealth of our Souls, and we 
may not think that chriſt will loſe his Purchaſe, he having paid the Price 
Salvation is ſure and ſecure withour any Ifs and Ands, and connexions and 
diſtributions, as their next words plainly ſay, Yea, there zs none other thing, (than 
the death of Chriſt) that can be named under Heaves, to ſave our Souls, but this 
enly work of Chriſts precious Offering of his Body upon the Altar of the Croſs. Here are 
words without Sophiſticating Connexions, ſaving our Souls is the thing aimed 
at; now ſay they, he hath not only purchaſed it, ſo will ſay moſt Armnians, 
but nothing elſe but the Death of Chriſt ſaves us, name what you will, name 
Repenting, Belieying, Goſpel-Holineſs, bleſſed graces, all, but what have they to 
do with Salvation? they are found jn the Subje&s ſaved, they being the free 
gift of God; bur as for Salvation, as for the everlaſting Health of our Souls, 
#hat was wrought out long before our complying with the Goſpel rule, and 
made firm to all the Sced, the foundation of God ſtanding ſure, this work 
was over; and ſo allowed) by theſe great men) when Chriſt died, and ſo well 
and effeCtually done, that nothing can be named under Heaven to have any 
thing to do in ſaving our Souls but this Death of Chriſt, tho* I grant many 
things tend to the manifeſting of it to us, and making us meet for ir, as Faith 
and Holineſs, being the things that muſt and will accompany Salvation. 

Are you for works, for Conditions? *Tis this only work (ſay they) ſaves our 
fouls, Chriſts precious offering of his Body« upon the Altar of the Croſs, then 
and upon that Altar the material Croſs on which our Lord Jeſus hung and dis» 
ed, upon that the work of ſaving our Souls was finiſhed, when he cryed out, 
it is finiſhed; ſo that here & more than a Foundation for pardon, for here 1s 
Juſtification, nay more than Juſtification, here is evcrlaſting Health and Salva- 
| tion 
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tion of our Souls, wrought upon the Croſs of Chriſt 1657 years ago, or there- 
abours; this was good Dlvinity in our great Grand- Father's days, and in Dr 
Criſps Eyes and Lips, that our Juſtification and Salvation was really, a&ually 
in Chriſts Death, as they ſay, and ſo confirmed by every Parliament that ever 
Confirmed the Book of Common Prayer ; but now a poor finners ſalvation 
muſt be tortured with our perſonal holineſs, coming in with an 4s it wert, as 
the Apoſile ſaith, Hom. 9. 32. that is to ſay, with our inherent Righteouſneſs, 
concurring, complying with conformity to "wr? Rule under thieats and pro- 
miſes, or elſe we are for the Derchroning Chriſt, for enervating his Laws, and 
the Rabble that know nothing of either Juſtification or SanCifcation, ſhall be 
let looſe upon aſlerte:s of Free Grace,: by Mr. #il/iams crying ont, O theſe be 
men againſt Goſpel Holineſs, when their Oppoſers know in their Conſcience, 
there 1s ſuch a ſtrain of Holineſs all along in Dr. Criſps Book, that though it 
be againſt the grain, they cannor bur own they believe him a holy Perſon, 
and well they may, if they compare his Sermons on Free Grace, teaching to 
deny Ungodlineſs, with his other Sermons on our ſins laid upon Chriſt, in 
the laſt fide of which Vol. fol. 444. the Dr. ſaith, For my own part I abboy no- 
thing in the World ſo muth as this, namely, 4 [icentious undertahing ts continue in a- 
ny ſon, becauſe that ſuch fulntſs of Gract hath abounded, and I ſhall rtcommend to 
them (if any ſuch be here) the reading of the Epiſile of Jude where they may ſer the 
fearful wrath of God upon ſuch pirſons as abuſe the Grace of God to fin; O Beloved, 
Jet not the love of the Lord God, in Jeſus Chrift thas manifefitd, be jo baſely requi= 
ted at your hands, ſeting whe Lord hath ſo fretly loved you, and giv Chrift to you, 
that you might be to the Praiſe of tht Glory of bis Grace in a Godly and Chri- 
ſtian Converſation whertanto you are Ordained, for you are Creaued in Chrift Jeſus to 
good Works, that you ſhould walk tn them : and Ibeſeech you always to remember that 
you cannot anſwer the free Jove of God toward you, any other way, but by ſhtws 
ing it in a fruitful Converſation in the World, and conſidering that oneend, for which the 
Lord did redeem you, was, that you might bt & peculiar people to himſelf yealous of 
good Norks, Titus 2. 24 Thus ends the third Volume. To ſtop the mouths of
